“ I had n’t heard abo u t d ru gs 
being the main p ro blem o v er 
there,” he said . “I had n’t heard

fro m a stu d y trip to the war 
zo ne estimated abo u t the time 
a wiser Jo hn arriv ed back at 
Ft. Bragg—that 60,000 Ameri­ 
can so ld iers hav e shared his 
bitter lesso n. Mo st are abo u t 
Jo hn’s age, 19, 
The GIs hav e learned that 
the p o wd er o ffered fo r sale by 
Vietnamese o u tsid e v irtu ally 
ev ery base brings the p ro mises 


escap e fro m an u gly war bu t 
with it d ebilitatio n and ad d ic­ 
tio n 
Jo hn arriv ed in Vietnam in 
Ap ril o f last y ear, 11 mo nths 
after he enlisted fo llo wing grad 
u atio n fro m a su bu rban San 
Ju an, P.R., high scho o l. His 
p ath to ad d ictio n started with a 
few p u ffs o f mariju ana 
at 
weekend p arties while in high 
scho o l. 
In Vietnam, he manned an 
M60 machine gu n ato p an a r­ 
mo red p erso nnel carrier based 
at Bo n So n, abo u t 25 0 air miies 
no rth o f Saigo n. 
On o ne p atro l he was blasted 
fro m his p erch by an ex p lo d ing 
mine and land ed u ninju red o n 
so ft gro u nd . It was his clo sest 
bru sh with d eath. 
Determined , Jo hn to u ched no 
d ru gs 
fo r 
the 
first 
three 
mo nths. He had co me to the 
war 
zo ne 
becau se 
his 
ex ­ 
p eriments with hero in at Ft. 
Bragg had frightened him 
Then the lo neliness. “ Being 
so far away fro m ho me ... o n 
y o u r birthd ay ... o n Christmas 
... y o u tho u ght o f that all the 
tim e.’’ 


In Ju ly his reso lv e bu ckled . 
First so me mariju ana to p u t a 
ro sy hu e o n the so litu d e, a few 
d ay s later so me hero in, within 
a week—regu lar sno rts, abo u t 
three weeks later he tried —and 
failed —to snap back 


“One d ay I wanted to go 
witho u t any becau se we had to 
go o u t o n a missio n o n fo o t that 
was imp o rtant and I d id n't 
want to take any . I d id n't make 
it. 


“ I started to sweat, chills—in 
o ther wo rd s, the ‘Jo neses.’ I 
su d d enly 
realized 
I 
was 
ho o ked " 
By the time Jo hn tu rned 19 
Au g. 5 , he was a co mbat v eter­ 
an and a d o p e ad d ict. 
Find ing hero in to feed the 
crav ing was easy . Yo u walked 
o u t o f camp and d o wn to the 
nearby Bo n So n Riv er and 
hand ed $3.5 0 to the girls who 
also so ld Co kes 
That was the first time. Jo hn 
learned within 24 ho u rs that the 
white p o wd er co u ld be p u r­ 
chased still mo re cheap ly . He 
bo u ght a carto n o f cigarettes at 
the p o st ex change fo r 
$1.70 and 


trad ed it fo r an inch-high p las­ 
tic v ial o f 90 p er cent p u re he­ 
ro in. 


“This went o n and then I 
started bu y ing two o r three, 
and so metimes it came to 
where I had 5 o r 10 v ials in my 
p o cket, ju st fo r my o wn p erso n­ 
al 
u se and fo r the o thers 
aro u nd ." 


"Yo u wo rk high, y o u d o n’t 
mind wo rking Yo u hav e y o u r 
leisu re time and y o u r high, and 
y o u d o n’t mind what y o u ’re 
d o ing. No hassle. No tro u ble. 
Hard ly any o ne no tices it.” 
Detectio n was a remo te wo r­ 
ry . Sergeants and ju nio r o ffi­ 
cers o ften lo o ked the o ther 
way , acco rd ing to Jo hn. 


“Ju st abo u t ev ery bo d y ’s go t 
a little hangu p ," said Jo hn. 
"The o ne who d id n’t u se smack 
(hero in) sm o kes m ariju ana. 
And the o ne who d o esn’t 
smo ke mariju ana d rinks.” 
Jo hn p aid fo r his fiv e to eight 
v ials a d ay by selling cases o f 
so ft d rinks, rain p o ncho s, C-ra- 
tio ns, mo st o f them sto len. 
He sent nearly his who le p ay ­ 


check to his family in Pu erto 
Rico , amassing $700 in his ac­ 
co u nt by the time his 13-mo nth 
to u r end ed 
He said he d id n’t really need 
the mo ney fro m the p ay checks 
while in Vietnam, “ju st eno u gh 
to get started in bu siness. 
The bu siness was reselling 
mariju ana and o ther d ru gs to 
GIs 
The p rices mo u nted d rastical­ 
ly when Jo hn arriv ed ho me in 
Pu erto Rico last mo nth fo r a 
30<lay leav e at the end o f his 
Vietnam to u r. 
He bro u ght back 15 v ials o f 
hero in in his p o ckets. Bu t they 
were so o n co nsu med and Jo hn 
began d raining his $700 bank 
acco u nt. 
“ I had to sp end $20 a <tay 
ju st to get o ff,” he said “Fo r 
what I was getting fo r $1.70 
o v er there, I was p ay ing $25 , 
and here in Fay ettev ille, y o u 
hav e to p ay $40.” 
By the time Jo hn arriv ed 
back at Ft. Bragg last week he 
had sp ent his sav ings, abo u t 
$400 o f it o n d ru gs. He sho wed 
u p at the base with $5 0 and 
sp ent it the same night to stav e 


o ff the ago ny o f withd rawal. 
The nex t d ay , bro ke, chained 
to his habit and facing ano ther 
y ear in the Army , Jo hn walked 
into Ft. Bragg’s d ru g treatm ent 
center. 
After fo u r d ay s o f Army -ad ­ 
ministered methad o ne, a hero in 
su bstitu te, Jo hn was d eclared 
p hy sically free o f his ad d ictio n.

Problems 
of obese 
children

Mo st o bese children gro w u p 
to be fat adu lts. 
That’s the pro blem dealt with 
by Dr. Marv in L. Rallinso n, 
pediatrician at the Univ ersity o f 
Utah Medical Center. 
The pro blem is co mpo u nded 
by the fact that mo st heav y 
children hav e o bese parents. 
Mo ther is a great co o k and 
prides herself o n fix ing mo u n­ 
tains o f fo o d. 


His treatment pro gram 
is 
fo u r part: 
First, the child sho u ld hav e a 
tho ro u gh medical ex aminatio n. 
“ The pro blem is seldo m 
glandu lar. It’s no t glandu lar 9 9 
per cent o f the time. A medical 
ex am can pick o u t that o ne per 
cent.” 
Seco nd is re-edu cating parent 
and child abo u t eating. 
“The bo dy do esn’t need mu ch 
fo o d to maintain weight. 
It 
needs ev en less to lo se weight. A 
mo ther mu st u nderstand that to 
lo se weight a child’s intake 
mu st be cu t.” 


Third is an ex ercise pro gram. 
"As the child gets mo re and 
mo re o bese, he gets less and 
less activ e.

When y ou’re hav ing a cookout 
or steak fry it’s alway s nice to 
hav e one accompany ing dish 
which can be prepared in ad­ 
v ance, popped into the ov en and 
cooked without attention for a 
specific length of time without 
v ariation. 


That’s fulfilled in this casser­ 
ole of cheese hominy grits and 
don’t stop right here— the dish 
is delicious and a pleasant sub­ 
stitute for potatoes or other 
starchy v egetable 
I first had cheese hominy 
grits in the home of Mrs. J am es 
Wheat, Champaign, 
but 
she 
makes no claim for hav ing 
originated the dish. Here’s my 
v ersion: 


In a large saucepan bring l 
quart milk to boil. Add 4 cup 
butter cut into pieces for ease in 
melting. Reduce heat and stir in 
v ery gradually 
1 cup quick 
hominy grits. 
Bring back to a boil and con­ 
tinue cooking, stirring constant­ 
ly , until the mix ture takes on 
the appearance of cooked farina 
or cream of wheat. Remov e 
from heat. Season with 1 tea­ 
spoon salt and 
teaspoon black 
pepper. 


Beat hard with an electric 
mix er for 5 minutes until the 
grits take on a cream y appear­ 
ance. Pour into a heatproof cas­ 
serole (13x 9 x 2) and allow to set. 
Meantime grate 1 cup gruy ere 


cheese (swiss may be substi­ 
tuted ) and sprinkle ov er grits. 


When ready to bake, preheat 
ov en to 400 degrees. Top m ix ­ 
ture with one-third cup grated 
parmesan cheese and drizzle 
ov er one-third cup melted but­ 
ter. Bake 35 minutes. Serv es 6. 


The grits will go well with this 
unusual v ersion of pepper steak 
which comes from Mrs. Dav id 
Harrison of J anin Acres, Cali­ 
fornia Choose a 3-pound cut of 
top round steak about 2 inches 
thick. Pierce meat on both sides 
with tongs of a fork and sprinkle 
generously with unseasoned 
meat tenderizer. Allow to stand 
30 minutes. 


Mix a marinade of IV 4 table­ 
spoons minced dry onion, 1 tea­ 
spoon marjoram, 
1 teaspoon 
thy me, 1 crushed bay leaf, juice 
of 1 2 lemon, one-third cup salad 
oil, ‘ 4 cup wine v inegar, and V« 
cup dry red wine. 
Marinate 
steak 4 to 6 hours, turning occa­ 
sionally . 


Remov e steak from 
mari­ 
nade, sprinkle with garlic salt, 
then force coarsely 
cracked 
black pepper into both sides of 
the steak with the heel of y our 
palm. 


Broil ov er grey but hot char­ 
coal, oak or hickory coals, 15 
minutes to each side in total. 
Turn ev ery 5 minutes, howev er, 
and baste with the marinade. 
Serv es 6.

Remarkable turnabout 
in Mississippi schools 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Mis­ 
sissip p i schools, the nation’s 
most segregated two y ears ago, 
are now more integrated than 
those of California, 
Illinois, 
Michigan, 
Pennsy lv ania 
and 
Wisconsin. 
The startling tu rnabou t in 
Mississip p i, disclosed Thu rsday 
in the gov ernment’s latest in­ 
tegration statistics, dramatizes 
the Sou th’s emergence as the 
national leader in school deseg­ 
regation. The shift concu rred 
with worsening racial isolation 
in most big-city Northern dis­ 
tricts. 
The Sou th’s ju mp from 18- 
p er-cent to 39 -p er-cent deseg­ 
regation of elementary and sec­ 
ondary schools between 1968 
and 1970 was almost solely re­ 
sp onsible for the nationwide in­ 
crease fom 23 to 33 p er cent. 
The Sou th accou nted for 6 9 0,- 
000 of the 756 ,000 increase in 
blacks 
attending 
integrated 
schools across the cou ntry ov er 
the two y ears. 
Trailing the 11 Deep Sou th 
states were the six border 
states at 32 p er cent and the 32 
Northern and Western states at 
28 p er cent, u nchanged from 


1968. The desegregation meas­ 
u re is the p ercentage of black 
p u p ils attending majority white 
schools—the traditional y ard­ 
stick u sed by the Dep artment 
of Health, Edu cation and Wel­ 
fare. 
Among the 30 largest school 
districts, only Sou thern and 
Western u nits became more in­ 
tegrated between 196 8 and 1970. 
Among those losing 
grou nd 
were New York City , Chicago, 
Detroit, 
Philadelp hia, 
Clev e­ 
land, Milwau kee, St. Lou is, Co­ 
lu mbu s, Ohio, Indianap olis and 
Boston. 
The HEW statistics, based on 
qu estionnaires comp leted by all 
school districts enrolling more 
than 3,000 p u p ils, p robably will 
p rov ide new ammu nition for 
members of Congress who fa­ 
v or mandatory racial balancing 
in the North and West. 
Northern school districts in 
general hav e escap ed gov ern­ 
ment 
and 
cou rt 
integration 
mandates becau se their segre­ 
gation is attribu ted to hou sing 
p atterns and not Sou thern-ty p e 
laws establishing du al schools 
for blacks and whites While it 
has stru ck down segregation re­ 


su lting from official gov ern­ 
ment action, the Su p reme Cou rt 
has not ru led on the con­ 
stitu tionality 
of 
residence- 
cau sed, or de facto, racial iso­ 
lation in schools.

Niota Soler of the Chicago HUD 
office told members of the Rock 
Riv er Dev elop ment Commis­ 
sion here Thu rsday night. 
Miss Soler is an au thority on 
the su bject since she makes the 
final decision on certification of 
a p lanning organization’s ap ­ 
p lication 
Sm aller commu nities who 
deal with the Farm and Home 
Administration to get federal 
fu nds will shortly be brou ght 
u nder the same certification re­ 
qu irem ent, 
Miss 
Soler 
rep orted. 
“To be certified,” she said, 
“an organization, which HUD 
believ es shou ld inclu de at least 
one cou nty and u su ally more 
than one, can ap p ly for cer­ 
tification if it is incorp orated for 
the 
p u rp ose carry ing ou r 
comp rehensiv e p lanning and 
has rep resentation from local 
gov ernments rep resenting not 
less than 75 p er cent of the 
p op u lation in the area p lanning 
ju risdiction, and if at least a 
majority of its members of its 
p olicy making board are elected 
officials. 
“A fu rther requ irement is for 
the areawide organization to 
adop t an annu al p lanning p ro­ 
gram and hire an adequ ate 
staff to carry ou t the p rojected 
p lans 
and 
be 
adequ ately 
fu nded,” ou tlined Miss Soler. 
It is su ggested the areawide 
p lanning agency be financed by 
assessing cou nties and cities 20 
cents p er resident. 
At a later meeting of the Rock 
Riv er Dev elop ment Commis­ 
sion, the m em bers of the 
organization will attemp t to 
redraw its incorp oration p u r­ 
p ose in order to seek HUD 
certification of it as a mu lti­ 
cou nty 
areaw ide 
p lanning 
organization. 
The HUD sp ecialist u rged 
sev eral cou nties to go together 
to seek certification becau se of 
the ex p ense of meeting the re- 


« u iremenls to « m ain certified 
and becau se she declartd 
“there are not enou gh p rofes 
sional p lanning p eop le to go 
arou nd, if they are sou ght by 
ev ery commu nity . 
Certification as an areawide 
p lanning organization is step 
one of a three-step p rogram, the 
second is to engage in com­ 
p rehensiv e p lanning and keep 
HUD adv ised of p rogress and 
the third is to ap p ly for federal 
grants from 81 p rograms for 
imp rov ing commu nities for 
which 
federal 
assistance is 
au thorized. 
Miss Soler discu ssed in detail 
some p hases of the Illinois 
regionalization p rogram which 
has not been y et made p u blic. 
She rep orted there will be 
abou t fiv e regions into which 
the state will be div iding for 
coordinating p lanning and for 
disp ensing state serv ices 
The main regions will hav e 
adm inistrativ e fu nctions for 
assisting in channeling federal 
fu nds to areas within their 
areas. 
In time ap p lications coming

adv ice and for referal to HUD. 
Not related to HUD activ ities. 
Miss Soler remarked, is the fact 
there may ev entu ally be some 
shifting of p resent districts for 
disp ensing state serv ices to 
align them with the major re­ 
gions. 
This cou ld inclu de regrou p 
cou nties serv ed by district high­ 
way offices, zones of the 
Dep artment of Mental Health, 
and district of the State Board 
of Health. 
Miss Soler rev ealed the major

Chu ck Vail en ters the Dix o n Hig h Scho o l athletic po st 
so mewhat o f a hero . 
After co aching a team to a brilliant— fo r Dix o n— 8 -1 
mark o n the fo o tball field last seaso n, Vail will leav e the 
g ridiro n po sitio n to replace the retired Ly le Bo g o tt, 
Dix o n’s mo st able AD fo r the past decade. 
Bo go tt perfo rmed as n o o ther AD I hav e ev er met— to 
p erfectio n . Mo st AD’s are hit-and-miss specialists, but 
Ly le did mo re paperwo rk and fig uring than mo st math in­ 
stru cto rs An d decisio n s 
he made rarely wo und up any ­ 
thin g bu t right. Replacing Ly le is g o ing to be a to ug h jo b. 
Bu t if an y o n e can 
fill Ly le’s sho es— as they say in the 
trade— it’s Chu ck Vail. The scho o l bo ard narro wed the 
fin al decisio n to just six men— including Bill Lafferty , 
Dick McCarthy an d Vail fro m Dix o n— befo re reaching a 
so mewhat-su rp risin g 
slim 4-3 marg in o n Vail’s appro v al. 
In talkin g to the three dissenters early 'niursday , I 
was jarred when o ne in particular mentio ned he was 
again st Chuck’s assig nment because o f his lack o f o rg ani­ 
zatio n , an d he wo uldn’t find it po ssible to co o rdinate and 
o v ersee bo th the g rade scho o l and hig h scho o l athletic 
p ro grams— which is po ssibly the ro ug hest part o f the 
“ n ew lo o k” AD po st. 
It seems certain peo ple fo ug ht to hav e Chuck turned 
do wn o n 
his fallible memo ry . Fo r ex ample, in talking to 
so me bo ard members, it was said that Chuck leav es his 
key s aro und to o o ften. 
Picking o n the little thing s is fine, and that’s what 
mo st ap p ro v al 
bo ards seem intent o n basing their o pin­ 
io n s. But when o ne was asked o f ano ther “ infractio n,” 
that bo ard member co uldn’t remember an incident where 
Chuck mig ht hav e been uno rg anized. 
On being appo inted athletic directo r, I, fo r o ne, wo uld 
like to co ng ratulate Chuck. I do ubt whether any o ne else 
can do the jo b as efficiently — o nce he dro ps his o ther 
affiliatio ns— and as far as public relatio ns, Chuck will 
certainly be adequate. 
Ano ther o f the no -v o ters said Chuck wo uld be an “ ad­ 
ministrativ e headache.” He mentio ned times when 
Chuck definitely didn’t g et alo ng with the bo ard— but in 
the same breath said he wanted so meo ne in the AD po st 
that wo uld stir up thing s. Also , so meo ne a bit y o ung er 
than Chuck’s 47 y ears. 
President o f the bo ard Dean Harriso n was o ne o f the 
fo ur members v o ting fo r Chuck's assig nment. 
“ He met the qualificatio ns better than any o f the o ther 
six men interv iewed,” said Harriso n. “ We aren’t g o ing to 
tell Chuck ho w to run his jo b, and if he wo uld want to co n­ 
tinue wo rking with kids— still g etting the jo b do ne— that’s 
all rig ht. 
“ We want new peo ple with new appro aches,” Harriso n 
added. “ Chuck’s no t the bo o kkeeper o r meticulo us detail 
man that Ly le (Bo g o tt) was, and there may po ssibly be 
so me pro blem in this area, but we do n’t ex pect any .” 
Ex pecting any thing o ther than to p-no tch perfo rmance 
is so mething that the bo ard pro bably sho uld wo rry v ery 
little abo ut. 
Chuck has pro bably left key s aro und as much as any ­ 
o ne else— and no t mo re— but with all his acco mplish­ 
ments, it’s hard to kno ck it, altho ug h so m e still seem to 
find time. 
Chuck nearly led the intramural pro g ram by the hand 
and helped tremendo usly o n the summer recreatio n pro ­ 
gram. He’s also president o f the Alumni Asso ciatio n o f 
Western Illino is Univ ersity . And that’s administrativ e. 
Actually , o nly o ne v o te o f the three neg ativ es was em­ 
phatic. Two seemed almo st apo lo g etic when I asked why 
they v o ted no . 
One man’s co nv ersatio n went: 
“ We wanted so meo ne with a little mo re administra­ 
tiv e ability — altho ug h his ability to run the pro g ram is 
unquestio ned He’ll be wo rking with adults mo re no w than 
he will with kids— but I wish we had six men like Chuck to 
put in ev ery scho o l. 
“ It seems as if we to o k the best pilo t in the sky o u t o f 
his p lan e an d p u t 
him behind a desk. It’s no t that Chu ck 
can ’t do that jo b, fo r if that were the case, I wo uld hav e 
screamed a lo t lo u der.” 
The o ther was no t quite so nicely put: 
“The n egativ e v o te 
wasn’t to Chuck, but to the way we 
wen t abo u t fin din g an 
AD. We felt with the requirements 
we made, we weren’t lo o king fo r a retired co ach, but 
so meo n e relativ ely 
y o ung , preferably abo ut 30 y ears 
o ld 
Of the 11 ap p lican ts, no ne had the qualificatio ns fo r which 
we were lo o king . Ho wev er, o f these 1 1 , Chuck was by far 
the mo st q u alified. It’s a tremendo us undertaking , co o rdi­ 
n atin g grade an d hig h scho o l. 
“ I, perso nally , wo uld hav e liked to see the jo b 
reo pened, and lo o ked so me mo re.” 
No w, I’m no t adding quo tes to hurt any o ne, but to 
sho w that th*> bo ard can be wro ng — and ho pefully Will be 
wro ng with a slim 4-3 marg in. 
Ly le did a brilliant jo b at a hard po sitio n, but Chuck's 
is go in g to be ev en a bit ro ug her. But Chuck has said he’ll 
dro p mo st o ther o rg anizatio n co nnectio ns to co ncentrate 
o n the AD Do st

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Cannibalism a factor 
Demand for lobster far 
outstrips the supply

BOSTON (AP) — The price 
of lobster is going up and one 
reason is that lobsters like to 
eat lobsters about as much as 
people do. 
Lobsters 
have 
gotten 
ex ­ 
pensive because of interlocking 
economic and biological factors 
that can be simplified into one 
phrase: small supply and big 
demand. 
Biological factors, such as 
cannibalism, help keep the sup 
ply down 
The jetliner is re 
sponsible for starting much ol 
the dem and and for continuing 
it 
"Unless the lobster can be 
moved quickly from boat to 
table, they spoil,” said Dr. 
Thomas Meade, professor fish­ 
eries and m arine technology at 
the University of Rhode Island. 
"Before the airplane, it was 
all but impossible to get live 
lobsters to a place like Du­ 
luth," he said. "Now we can, 
and naturally there is a de­ 
m and now in places like Duluth 


where there was little or no de­ 
mand before ” 
In Boston, restaurants charge 
up to $9 50 for lobster—$1.50 to 
$2 above the prices listed on 
menus. 
In Seattle, restaurant owner 
Victor Rosellini said he took 
Maine lobster off the dinner 
menu, carrying it as an a la 
carte item at $8 50 
"I don’t want to sell it, it’s 
too expensive,” he said. 
The increased dem and and 
resulting reduction in the natu­ 
ral lobster population forced 
American lobstermen to change 
age-old methods of fishing. 
Until the 1950s, lobstermen 
plied their trade in inlets and 
coves along the 
East Coast 
from Labrador to the Carolinas 
where 
they 
dropped 
their 
tr a p s —sm a ll, 
w ooden 
pots 
shaped like Quonset huts. 


As 
the 
lobster 
population 


near shore dwindled, lobster­ 
men went further out to sea, 
first trawling with nets and 
m ore recently dropping 6-foot, 
metal lobster pots as deep as 
400 feet along the edges of the 
Continental Shelf. 
The deep-oeean traps, 
an­ 
chored with buoys, have been 
getting in the way of the nets of 
Soviet-bloc 
trawlers, 
causing 
meetings on the high seas with 
Russian fishermen to set geog­ 
raphic limits to their trawling 
activities. 
Now the off-shore lobster pop­ 
ulation is falling off and lob­ 
sterm en are beginning to worr> 
about conservation. 
Many lobstermen favor ra is­ 
ing the limit on the legal size 
for a lobster catch as a con­ 
servation m easure. Others said 
raising the limit might be op­ 
posed by inshore lobstermen 
who must work a population of 


sm aller lobsters. 
Whatever is done to preserve 
and multiply the lobster popu 
lation, it appears the lobster 
will have to do most of the 
work. 
Lobster hatcheries have been 
operating in such places as 
Boot bay Harbor, Maine, and on 
M arth a’s Vineyard, Mass., for 
years with limited success. 
But, the lobster is not reared 
to m aturity in the hatcheries. 
The young larvae, a year or so 
after hatching, are turned loose 
in the ocean to fend for th em ­ 
selves. 
"It would be very difficult to 
raise lobsters com m ercially in 
captivity,” said an official of 
the Maine fisheries departm ent. 
"Because they are cannibalis­ 
tic, they must be kept isolated, 
and that creates a space prob­ 
lem 
You need quite a large 
tank .” 


Long-time 
fighter 
of drugs 


CHICAGO (AP) - Dr 
J e ­ 
rom e H. Jaffe, named today to 
head President Nixon's drive 
against 
drug 
addiction, 
has 
spent his career in psychiatry 
and the treatm ent of addicts. 
A native of Philadelphia, Dr. 
Jaffee has been qn the faculty 
of the University of Chicago in 
the medical school’s psychiatry 
departm ent since 1964. 
He continued teaching there 
after being nam ed director of 
the Illinois state D epartm ent of 
Mental H ealth’s drug 
abuse 
program in 1969. 
His office is in the Museum 
of Science and Industry near 
the university campus. He lives 
with his wife and three young 
children in the South Shore Dis­ 
trict of the city, not far from 
his office. 
Jaffe holds bachelor’s and 
m a ste r’s degrees in psychology 
from Temple University, Phila­ 
delphia, and earned his medical 
degree 
there 
also. 
He 
has 
taught at the Albert Einstein 
College of Medicine, New York, 
and the University of Texas. 
His internship was served at 
the U.S. Public Health Service 
Hospital on Staten Island, N.Y., 
and he had his residency in 
psychiatry at the U.S. Public 
Health Service Hospital in Le­ 
xington, Ky. 
Last year he was nam ed con­ 
sultant to to the D epartm ent of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
and serves as a special consult­ 
ant on drugs to the World 
Health Organization. 
Over the last three years, 
Jaffe has participated in more 
than 
50 national 
and 
inter­ 
national meetings and has been 
a special consultant to a n u m ­ 
ber of state and local govern­ 
m ents on the problem of drug 
abuse and the development of 
treatm ent or educational pro­ 
g ram s. 
He is the author or co-author 
of som e three dozen articles or 
chap ters in books, prim arily on 
the subject of drug addition. He 
has Written extensively on the 
use of methadone in the m an­ 
agem ent of narcotics addicts. 
The Illinois drug abuse pro­ 
g ra m has used several forms of 
therapy for addicts, although 
Ja ffe would appear to be a 
strong advocate of methadone. 
In a recent article he wrote 
that given a limited am ount of 
money to spend on treatm ent of 
addicts, he would choose to 
spend it oq expansion of the de­ 
p a rtm e n t’s 
m ethadone 
tre at­ 
ment 
program 
"rather 
than 
elaborate 
rehabilitation 
pro­ 
g ra m s ."
